“As I anticipated, he ex­ 
pressed shock and stated they 
(Beckman) would have nothing 
to -1o with it,” Steelman said. 
He then added: 
“Also about this same time, 
Hinshaw stated to me, either in 
person or over the telephone, 
that he could not understand 
why the major taxpayers in the 
county, such as Beckman, did 
not' contribute more to his politi­ 
cal campaign since this would 
assure that they got ‘a better 
reception’ from his office.” 
On May 5, 1972, Beckman’s 
protest went before the ap­ 
peals board, meeting in the old 
coünty courthouse. 
Shortly before the board con­ 
vened, Hinshaw’s deputy asses­ 
sors sought to have the compa 
ny agree to a stipulated settle­ 
ment which would have re­ 
quired the assessor’s signature, 
“I simply said I did not be­ 
lieve there was any area of 
negotiation to be discussed, 
Steelman recalled. 
The hearing began and after 
several hours Hinshaw asked 
for a recess. 
It was then that Hinshaw 
made his second bid for the 
$1,000 campaign contribution in 
the hallway of the courthouse, 
said Steelman 
‘Tie asked me to step out in 
the hall,” the attorney said 
“and asked me how I billed 
Beékman Instruments. 
‘*1 told him on an hourly 
basis. He asked if there were

Shield Bill 


„ WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
American Newspaper Publish­ 
ers Association and CBS today 
endorsed a House bill that 
Would shield newsmen from 
grand jury subpoenas. 
- “We do need a statute,” said 
Richard Jencks, a CBS vice 
president. “In the light of 
events which are still fresh in 
memory we need it more ur­ 
gently than ever.” 
.' Jencks and Len H. Small, 
treasurer of ANPA, testified as 
a House subcommittee held the 
second day of hearings on legis­ 
lation designed to protect the 
confidentiality of news sources. 
. The bill, introduced by Rep, 
Robert W. Kastenmeier, D- 
Wisc., would allow newsmen to 
withhold information from any 
state or federal grand jury, 
pretrial proceeding and con­ 
gressional inquiry. 
* The measure would allow a 
trial judge to compel a news­ 
man’s testimony only if the 
Court finds he has information 
critical to the prosecution or 
defense. 
Small, whose group repre­ 
sents 1,130 daily newspapers, 
said the bill “is for the protec­ 
tion of the public and in no way 
does it reflect a.personal prlvi- 
Ifege to any individual.” 
I Jencks said the legislation 
would “advance the ability of 
journalists to carry out their 
responsibilities and thereby ful­ 
fill their public trust.” 
“Ulnder 
this 
bill,” 
said 
Jencks, “no longer will a re­ 
porter face jail if he refuses to 
testify before a grand jury 
about his undisclosed sources 
or his unpublished notes. Nor 
will a broadcast news organ­ 
ization have to risk being held 
in contejmpt for refusing to turn 
over its unpublished film — or 
Cuttakes — in connection with a 
congressional inquiry.” 
‘He noted that the bill’s pro 
tection is not absolute at the 
trial stage, but does require 
that persons seeking a news­ 
man’s testimony must prove 
that it is essential to the trial, 
"A group of ‘ journalists has 
testified in opposition to the bill 
because of the trial provision 
The Justice Department said it 
opposes the bill as a threat to 
law enforcement. 
' A group called the'Reporters 
Committee for Freedom of the 
Press criticized the bill because 
the privilege to withhold infor­ 
mation would not extend to 
trials. Testifying for the Justice 
Department, Asst. Atty. Gen 
Antonin Scalia said there are 
Beveral situations in which the 
legislation could adversely af­ 
fect law enforcement.

Waterbeds Might Ease 
Transition From Womb 


SAN DIEGO (AP) — Pre­ 
mature infants will be placed 
on waterbeds recreating the at­ 
mosphere of a womb in an ef­ 
fort to prevent the baffling dis­ 
order known as sudden' infant 
death syndrome. 
The 
mysterious 
syndrome, 
commonly known as crib death, 
annually kills 8,000 or more 
babies in the United _ States dur­ 
ing the first few months of life. 
But now à leading pediatri­ 
cian,thinks he can help prevent 
it by putting premature new­ 
borns in waterbeds to provide 
the secure atmosphere of 
mother’s womb. 
Under the guidance of Dr. 
Louis Gluck, tiny waterbeds de­ 
signed as artificial wombs are 
being installed at University 
Hospital in San Diego where 
Gluck is chief of neonatology. 
Gluck says he believes some 
victims of crib death were sim- 


thetic nervous systems were 
developed enough to keep them 
breathing on their own. 
“It is always said the syn­ 
drome is seen in the ages be­ 
tween

month 
and

months,” Gluck said in an in­ 
terview. “This makes no sense

“Look at what the baby in 
the uterus is-doing. He is in a 
weightless: environment, He is 
not motionless.

SANTA ANA—A massive re­ 
organization of city government 
—including the formation of 
“super agencies” headed by 
four deputy city managers—has 
jeen proposed by a manage­ 
ment consultant firm. 
The 80-page report prepared 
by Arthur ID. Little, Inc., San 
Francisco, 
r e c o m m e n d s 
changes in city government 
ranging from weekly council 
meetings to reorganization of 
the city manager’s office. 
City Manager Bruce Spragg, 
whose office was criticized in 
the report, said he was not “100 
per cent in favor of all the 
recommendations.” 
“But it contains a lot of good 
ideas that meet what I see as 
the primary concerns in the city 
manager’s office," he said. 
Commissioned to do 
t h e 
$30,000 study last December 
the firm presented the report to 
the city council this week. 
Councilmen did not comment 
on the report, but scheduled a 
special meeting May 6 to study 
the recommendations. 
The major recommendation is 
the reorganization of the city 
manager’s office and the subse­ 
quent creation of the “super 
agencies.” 
The 
present 
administrative 
structure is not conducive to 
good city management, the re­ 
port claims. 
The 11 department heads who 
report directly to Spragg create 
major “span of control” prob­ 
lem, the study contended. 
In addition, the consultants 
found fault with Spragg’s dele­ 
gation of authority and respon­ 
sibility to Tom Andrusky, the 
assistant city manager. 
The “logjani” in Andrusky’s 
office is due to too much delega­ 
tion of responsibility, according 
to the report. 
“The assistant city manager 
feels, he is expected to be in­ 
volved in all major, matters. At 
the same time, he is expected to 
take care of the detailed day- 
to-day paperwork. The result is 
that neither job is getting the 
attention needed,” the report 
said. 
The consultant’s solution is to 
reorganize the office to include 
the city manager, assistant city 
manager, four deputy city man 
agers, an administrative assist­ 
ant and a public information 
officer. 
Spragg said he favors the 
reorganization plan. 
“It frees the city manager to 
spend time in developing rela­ 
tions with other city govern­ 
ments and with the council. It 
would reduce the span of con­ 
trol and create more accounta­ 
bility,” he said, 
Under the reorganization pro­ 
posal, the assistant city manag­ 
er’s new role would entail solu­ 
tion of “broad-gauged city prob­ 
lems cutting across the depu­ 
ties’ areas of concern” and act­ 
ing as city manager when the 
manager is absent. 
The 
administrative 
a i d 
would take over much of An­ 
drusky’s current paperwork and 
the four deputies would coordi­ 
nate, review and evaluate plans 
and activities of departments 
delegated to them. 
An office of budget and man­ 
agement analysis, the finance 
department, a new personnel 
and manpower services depart­ 
ment and a new equipment and 
building maintenance 
depart­ 
ment would be responsible to 
the deputy manager in charge 
of administrative and support 
services. 
A deputy manager for devel­ 
opment would head the public 


and building, safety and housing 
departments, 
and community 
development. 
The operations of the library, 
museum, community relations 
staff and recreation and parks 
would be the responsibility of a 
deputy in charge of community 
services. 
Finally, a deputy city manag­ 
er would be in charge of public 


safety—the police and fire de­ 
partments. 
The report claims the reorg­ 
anization will cost only $32,000 
in the next fiscal year in in­ 
creased salaries. 
One of the major reasons for 
the study is the ever-increasing 
cost of municipal government, 
states the report, which recom­ 
mends use of a multi-year budg- 


et and a program budget rather 
than a line-item budget, new 
techniques for anticipating rev­ 
enues and creation of the budg­ 
et and management office. 
The r e p o r t also makes 
suggestions on the role of coun­ 
cilmen and the mayor, stream­ 
lining council sessions and ini- 
proving 
council-management 
relationships. 
45 Slain Women Believed 
Possible Zodiac' Victims 


SANTA ROSA (AP)-Sonoma 
County Sheriff Don Striepeke 
says a maniacal mass killer, 
possibly Zodiac, may have killed 
as many as 40 females in Cal­ 
ifornia and five other Western 
states. 
The sheriff notified 50 North­ 
ern California newspapers and 
radio and television stations 
about a news conference Fri­ 
day to offer details of what he 
believes could be a witchcraft- 
inspired murder binge stretch­ 
ing from San Francisco 
to 
Seattle, and southeast to Utah, 
Colorado and New Mexico. 
In San Francisco, homicide 
detectives 
could 
not 
accept 
Striepeke’s theory of a lone kill­ 
er. 


There are similarities in the 
murders, but also differences, 
they said. 


“I just can’t go that strong 
with it,” said Inspector Al Po­ 
destà. 


The last message attributed 
to 
Zodiac 
was 
mailed 
in 
January 1974 in which the killer 
claimed 37 victims. Police have 
accounted fcr six. The last vie 
tim Zodiac identified was San

Francisco and Santa Rosa said 
the sheriff believes the killer 
may be a student of witchcraft 
and that his victims will be his 
slaves in afterlife. 


Sheriff’s Detective Sgt. Erwin 
Carlstedt, who developed the 
mass murder theory with the 
sheriff, said an ancient witch­ 
craft symbol was found at a re­ 
mote site where three of six 
victims were dumped near San­ 
ta Rosa in 1972 and 1973.

'COULD CUT NUCLEAR POWER COSTS’ 


LOS ALAMOS, N.M. (AP) - 
Scientists say they have used a 
single laser to separate valu­ 
able isotopes of three different 
elements “in a simple, one-step 
operation” that could lead to 
cheaper nuclear power. 
Dr. Paul C. Robinson of the 
Los Alamos Scientific Labora­ 
tory laser research division 
said the work had been per­ 
formed in secret because the 
laser technique “could possibly 
prove useful” in extracting ura­ 
nium isotopes used in gener­ 
ating nuclear power. 
The technique could also be 
used to separate isotopes in 
other elements, including some 
used in medicine.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Vet­ 
erans Administration hospitals 
are losing experienced doctors 
and are running into difficulties 
r e c r u i t i n g recent medical 
school graduates as the result 
of a salary freeze, Sen. Lloyd 
Bentsen, D-Tex., said Wednes 
day. 
“Many 
highly skilled, 
ex­ 
perienced doctors are leaving 
VA for better paying jobs else­ 
where,” Bentsen said in a Sen­ 
ate speech. “Many more are 
planning to leave.” 
Bentsen introduced a bill to 
permit pay increases of up to 
25 per cent for doctors and den­ 
tists now at the maximum sala­ 
ry level of $36,000. A companion 
measure was introduced in the 
House by Rep. David Sat­ 
terfield, D-Va. 
The increase would put Vet­ 
erans Administration medica. 
staffers near the level of doc­ 
tors with the armed forces and 
the Public Health Service. The 
VA pay freeze has been in ef­ 
fect since 1971.

Robinson noted that scientists 
in the Soviet Union recently de­ 
veloped a similar technique. 
“It is extremely interesting 
to find that both we and the So­ 
viets, working 
independently,

The statement issued by the 
Los Alamos laboratory said 
powerful carbon dioxide laser 
is focused on a molecular gas 
containing isotopes of a particu­ 
lar element. 
“The 
laser 
is 
tuned in on a frequency, much 
as one tunes a radio, to deliver 
energy to one isotope only. The 
laser action literally breaks 
apart the selected molecules, 
causing them to become a new 
chemical form.” 
Robinson said the use of- la­ 
sers for isotope separation has 
been studied intensively in the 
past few years, but the tech­ 
nique developed at Los Alamos 
is remarkable because it is 
much simpler and cheaper than 
older methods. 
The work parallels research 
announced last week when So­ 
viet scientists sent letters to 
U.S. 
scientists 
“describing 
amazing results using this tech­ 
nique for enriching sulfur iso­ 
topes,” a statement from Los 
Alamos said. 
In addition to uranium, the 
technique is expected to be use­ 
ful for separating the isotopes 
of many other elements, the 
laboratory’s statement said. 
“Isotopes are used for a vari­ 
ety of medical and environmen­ 
tal purposes, primarily as tra­ 
cers,” 
the 
statement 
said 
Many useful isotopes are 
difficult and expensive to pro­ 
duce in significant quantities 
that their value is lost 
society.” 


The statement gave one ex­ 
ample where the laser tech­ 
nique 
would 
be 
drastically 
cheaper than current methods. 
Separating Sulphur 34, a nonra- 
dioactive isotopte, from natural 
sulphur now costs $1,000 per 
gram (one-450th of a pound). 
Total costs are not yet proj­ 
ected for the laser method, but 
the electrical energy cost for 
the process is 40 cents per 
gram. Sulphur 34 is used in 
medicine.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Ford administration Wednesday 
endorsed legislation to ban use 
of the cancer-causing growth 
hormone DES in animal feed 
but opposed a proposed one- 
year moratorium on the drug 
as a post-coital contraceptive 
for humans. 
Caspar W. Weinberger, secre­ 
tary of health, education and 
welfare, said the Food and 
Drug Administration has been 
frustrated by the courts in its 


two-year-old effort to remove 
DES, or diethylstilbestrol, in 
cattle and sheep feed. 
But, he said in a letter to 
Sen. 
Harrison 
Williams 
Jr., 
chairman of the Senate Labor 
and Public Welfare Committee, 
the newly approved use of the 
synthetic estrogen as an emer­ 
gency contraceptive for rape 
and incest victims is “justified.”

age $1.37 per pound for the 
April-June quarter, compared 
with less than $1.30 in the first 
three months. 
The Agriculture Department 


said there were signs the 
March decrease might be short­ 
lived since retail beef prices, 
important in the market basket 
figures, are rising again. 
“ With beef prices going up 
again the past few weeks, it 
doesn't stretch your imagina­ 
tion to see those pulling over-all 
food prices up, too,” said USDA 
analyst Larry V. Summers. 
In Detroit, domestic car sales 
in mid-April were reported 18 
per cent below a year ago and 


still at a 14-year low. Year-to- 
date sales were 16 per cent be­ 
low last year and also the low­ 
est since 1961. 
Chrysler sales in the April 11- 
20 period, down 41 per cent 
from the same year-ago period, 
were the hardest hit. Company 
officials said the sharp drop 
might be due to the end of re­ 
bates March 31, a month after 
the other auto companies ended 
them.

Jupiter Storms 


Like Hurricanes 


MOUNTAIN VIEW (AP) — A 
new, close-up photograph of 
Jupiter reveals hurricane-like 
storms, several hundred miles 
acrgss, near the giant planet’s 
north pole, space researchers 
reported Wednesday. 
The photo also showed that 
the planet’s distinctive colored 
bands break up as they move 
toward the pole. 
The photo, taken by the un­ 
manned Pioneer II spacecraft 
last December from 373,000 
miles away, was released by 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration at Ames 
Research Center here. 
Dr. Andrew Ingersoll of the 
California Institute of Tech­ 
nology said the Jovian polar 
storms resemble earth’s tropic­ 
al hurricanes. He said the 
storms probably are powered 
by the condensation of water 
vapor and ammonia in the 
gaseous atmosphere.

Tillman said in his suit that 
he achieved captaincy in 1966 
and was discharged from the 
force in 1972. He said h é'ap­ 
pealed that dismissal 'in a law 
6uit, and Orange County Superi­ 
or Court Judge Robert Knee- 
land ordered him reinstated. 
However, Tillman charged in 
his suit, he immediately was 
demoted to fireman specialis 
and denied arbitration through 
a personnel hearing. 
He claims one reason for de­ 
motion was Fire Chief John 
Marshall’s grudge against him 
because he had served as pres' 
dent of the firemen’s labor or­ 
ganization.

But Judy- and her young 
brothers soon tired of the ponyl 
For they thus received this 
equine “reward” before they 
had developed a great hunger 
for it! 
As a result, Queenie would 
graze in the pasture for weeks, 
without being brought up to the 
house to be ridden.

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HB Condo 
Project Appeal 
Turned Down

INGLEWOOD — An on-again 
off-again multi-million dollar 
condominium project blue-print­ 
ed for the Huntington Harbour 
area of Huntington Beach is off 
again. 
The 23.4-acre development, 
approved several months ago 
by the South Coast control com­ 
mission after some revision by 
landowners following commis 
sion d i r e c t i o n , was denied 
Wednesday on appeal to the 
state coastal commission. 
Spokesman 
for developers 
Huntington Harbour, said plan­ 
ning for the 120-unit condomi­ 
nium project “will have to be­ 
gin all over again.” 
The Environmental Coalition 
of Orange County appealed the 
permit approval on grounds 
that the area was one of the last 
open areas with potential for 
providing public access to the 
harbor area. 
The state commission staff 
agreed and advised the commis-1 
sion to approve the permit only 
with certain conditions.' 
Those conditions included the 
dedication of a 5.6-acre public 
park within the development 
and a second five acre designa­ 
tion — on the channel itself—for 
commercial development. 
Harbor-Pacific Ltd., the de­ 
veloper, had agreed to the con­ 
ditions, but a problem arose 
over the commercial parcel. 
“That land currently is zoned 
R-l (residential),” an attorney 
for the developers said Tues­ 
day. “And we have no control 
over Huntington Beach. They 
may not change it.” 
The commission staff said ap­ 
proval of the project should not 
be given unless “a guarantee” 
for the commercial develop­ 
ment was received from the 
developer. 
The commission also decided 
to vote project approval without] 
the proposed 60 boat slips be­ 
cause the state lands commis­ 
sion has requested a morato­ 
rium on boat slips. 
Developers argued that the 
slips were “an integral part of 
the project,” and that denying 
them was tantamount to deny­ 
ing the project. 
The commission then voted 
7-5 to deny the project, one vote 
short of approval. 
“All we can do now Is start 
all over again and go back 
through the commission proc­ 
ess,” said one Huntington Har­ 
bour spokesman. “That entails 
starting at the regional commis­ 
sion again and quite likely com­ 
ing back here.”
